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Officials put on stand 
in IMG housing hearing

Wilmington town officials had 


their say in a state hearing before 
the Housing Appeals Committee 
last week as they reviewed several 
aspects of a condominium project 
being proposed for Ballardvale 
Street by the Investors Management 
Group. IMG is appealing a negative 
decision on a comprehensive 
permit made by the local board of 
appeals. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman 
brought in Safety Officer Bobby 
Shelley, Fire Chief Dan Wandell, 
Water Supt. Paul Duggan, Con- 
servation Administrator Libby 
Sabounjian, Water and Sewer 
Commissioner Arthur Smith, and 
Board of Appeals Chairman Bruce 
MacDonald to testify last Tuesday 
on behalf of the town. He also asked 
consultant Rusty Rhodes to review 
the project's Pro Forma figures. 

According to Altman, Shelley re- 

viewed the results of traffic counts 
taken at the North Intermediate 
School near the site. Shelley told 
the committee that approximately 
400 cars passed each check point 
and that figure would increase 
substantially were the project to go 
through, said Altman. 
‘andell reportedly favors a se- 
cond ac to the property for 
safely reasons and, in addition, took 
note of the fact that the site is more 
than two miles away from the fire 
station, which could pose potential 
difficulties in an emergency. 

Sabounjian told the appeals com- 
mittee her preliminary investiga- 
tion showed proponents would have 
to fill more than 5,000 square feet 
of wetlands and there would be 
wetland crossing on site. She ex- 
plained, atso, that an application for 
an Order of Conditions had yet to 
be filed with her board. Under the 


Chapter 774 law, the Conservation 
Commission has a chance to pose 
certain requirements of the 
developer relating to wetlands and 
conservation land. 

According to Sabounjian, Smith 
testified that bringing the sewer 
line from Ballardvale Street to 
Salem Suet was not an alteration 
but an addition to the Master Sewer 
Plan, based on growth in the area 
and the construction of Rt. 93 
There was some discussion, she 
said, on whether the sewer line 
addition was paid for with public or 
private funds. 

A report by Connery Associates, 
one of the town's housing con- 
sultants, stirred up some unex- 
pected debate. The report provides 
a synopsis of Wiltington's housing 
situation and recommends changes 
be made to correct what was 
perceived as an overly restrictive 
zoning policy. The report had been 
turned over to Wilmington's Af- 
fordable Housing Task Force as a 
tool to create more affordable units 
in town. 

IMG attorneys said the report had 
beer, turned over to them by a task 
force member. When they pushed 
to have consultant Lynn Leab, who 
was familiar with the report, take 
the stand, Altman objected 
Attomey Andrew Hier threatened 
to supeona Leab.

The heat was felt in more ways 
than one Mondgy night as special 
town meeting voters defeated a bid 
to transfer 37 acres of town owned 
land on the Woburn line for 
affordable housing. Article two 
failed to gain the required 
two-thirds vote, with 92 voters 
favoring the land transfer to 
Wilmington selectmen and 100 
people opposing the move. 

Emotions ran high and debate 
drifted over the hour mark as 
residents and officials commented 
both pro and con on the duplex 
proposal offered by Richard and 
Arthur Dellaciprete and First 
Homes R ust. The project 
and five of the seven articles on the 
warrant were sponsored by the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 

More than one person made 
reference to the project's so-called 
political overtones. Some of the 
Most passionate speeches were 
made by State Rep. James Miceli 
and former sclectman Rocco 
DePasquale who, in the past, have 
found themselves on opposite sides 
of the fence. 

Miceli called the duplexes the 
kind of proposal the town could 
live with and urged voters to have 
faith in the housing authority to 
develop the project properly 
according to law. Though he said 
reports of possible contaminants on 
site were “purely speculative,” 
Miceli, at the same time, questioned 
why local officials hadn't

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Good news from task force

‘The defeat of a housing proposal in Wilmington's special town 
meeting on Monday night should not be taken as an indication 
that Wilmington is not taking steps to provide housing that can 
be purchased at affordable prices. The town's Affordable 
Housing Task Force has been at work developing a long-term 
housing strategy for the town. 

The task force is actively moving forward with some 
programs which will lead to the town building affordable 
housing as well as making it possible for others to build such 
housing. 

In addition to working in the area of future housing, the 
Affordable Housing Task Force has also assembled data 
indicating that there are presently 49 houses on the market in 
Wilmington priced under $170,000. According to a table 
developed with June 6 information from Eastern Middlesex 
Multiple Listing Service, there are six houses in the range of 
$110,000 to $120,000, one in the 121-130 range, five in the 
131-140 range, eight in the 141-15- range, 16 in the 151-160 
range and 13 in the 161-170 range. 

Not only that, but the task force has information on funding 
available through the Mass. Housing Finance Agency qhat would 
make mortages available with favorable terms for first-time 
homebuyers. These terms include a 9.18 percent interest rate 
and a five percent down payment. The acquisition cost limit 
under the MHFA program would be $159,000, making 36 of the 
above homes eligible. 

Chairman Stewart had intended to make a presentation before 
the town meeting on the work of the task force. The moderator, 
however, ruled that he could not make his presentation as a 
committee report, since such reports are only heard at annual 
town meetings. Furthermore, Stewart's presentation would not 
have addressed a particular article in the warrant. 

Stewart would have outlined several strategies the task force 
has outlined for creating more affordable housing, such as 
inclusionary zoning, accessgry apartments, non-standard lots, 
building on town-owned| , H.O.P. projects, housing 
authority rentals, and a linkage program. 

Under the linkage program, the task force is proposing that 
the town scale back its allowed development space in industrial 
and business zones. Developers could then regain the 
scaled-back space by making contributions to the town's linkage 
fund. The funds would then be used for affordable housing. 

The task force will be meeting on June 30 to set a hearing for 
late July, to outline its proposal for a special town mecting in the 
fall. At that special town meeting, the task force would ask for 
an inclusionary housing proposal, seck to allow accessory 
apartments, modify the PRD zoning process before the planning 
board, explore the possibility of non-standard lots, and create a 
linkage program. 

Many people at Monday night's town meeting were 
determined to proceed with the housing autharity’s proposal, 
even though no specific plans were presented. Had they been 
able to listen to Chairman Stewart's presentation, they might 
have been able to find an immediate lead on housing and 
financing. At least they would have learned that the town is 
earnestly working to make affordable housing a reality in 
Wilmington. 


Commissioners firm on plans

Page three of the June 15 Town Crier had a story to the effect 
that the Wilmington Water and Sewer Department was getting a 
grant, from the state DEQE to pay half of the cost of renewing 
some rusty water mains. This is the second such grant to 
Wilmington's water department. In all cases the water mains to 
be teplaced are two inches in diameter, and were installed by 
private developers 30 or more years ago. 

At that time a two inch water main was felt to be sufficient for 
a short residential street. Experience has proven otherwise. 

A grant, two years ago, from the DEQE helped to replace 
some water mains in the Hathaway Acres area of Wilmington. It 
may be expected that, two years from now, if the water 
department continues its excellent engineering practices there 
will be more grants. 

Engincering, and studies of the water supplies are key points 
in the story behind the grants. Add to this some water 
commissioners who know what they are doing, and are willing 
to be hard nosed about it. 

In addition the engineering and studies have put the water and 
sewer department in a position of strength, with the present day 
problems of "774" proposals of low income housing 

In the North Wilmington 774 proposal the proponents were 
going to alter the plans of the water and sewer department, with 
relation to water mains, some planned and some already 
installed. They had an "engineer" to advise them. 

An investigation was made, and it was found that the 
“engineer” had been in charge of laying a sewer main in a 
different state, and that at least a part of the resulting effluent 
was found to be piped into a river. This person, it seems, was the 
advisor to a group that seeks to install 774 housing half a mile 
upstream:of the Browns Crossing Station. 

Presumably the state official who is acting for the state board 
of appeals has taken note of that testimony. 

In the instance of 774 housing being proposed for the Hopkins 
Street area more comments are worthwhile. 

The Hopkins Strect area is one of low water pressure which, 
hopefully, will be remedied when the new water main is 
completed on Shawsheen Avenue, leading to the proposed 
housing. 

Jay Tighe, the proponent of the 774 housing has shown himself 
to be willing to discuss problems with the water department 
That department, too, has shown itself ready and willing to assist 
the proponent in his search for state funds. There was an assist 
on their part when it came to getting state funds for a water main 
much needed to convey water toward the Hopkins Street area. 

One attomey has since said that there is "need to discuss” the 
water main proposal. 

Of course the commissioners will discuss the water main, with 
that attorney or anyone else. 

But to attempt to discuss with the idea of changing the 
engineering concepts will not be an easy task, when the 
Wilmington water commissioners are on the other side. 

As has been said, they are “hard nosed.” They are willing to 
defend any of their engineering decisions, all the way to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and they have so stated.

Wilmington might soon be looking for a new dog Pound. 
That's according to Animal Control Officer Ellen Davis, 
who says her McDonald Road facility is in the process of 
being shut-down. 

For as long as anyone can remember, the town has kept 
stray canines at the end of McDonald Road on land 
presently owned by a Mr. Carlis. Also located on the 
property is a small auto-body shop. Meanwhile, Mr. 
Carlis is constructing a new home on his property and has 
asked the tenants, both the auto body shop and the 
Wilmington Dog Pound, to vacate the premises. 

"I can't blame him. I probably wouldn't want a bunch of 
barking dogs right ncxt to my house either", said Ellen 
Davis in an interview on Tuesday. But the problem for the 
animal control officer is where to go. Though she says the 
town is in the process of fighting Mr. Carlis on moving the 
pound, Davis has resigned herself to the inevitable, saying 
“for two years now I knew the day would come that we'd 
lose the pound because of his building plans." 

So Ellen Davis is hoping that a new pound can be located 
in Wilmington, which she says can operate on as little as 
5,000 square fect of land. Without a new facility the town 
might consider an agreement with a neighboring 
community to share their kennel. However, Davis is 
pessimistic about tgis and insists that "We want our own 
town pound, because if we share a pound there's a greater 
tendency to destroy animals." 

Destroy animals? Davis explained this when she said that 
under law a dog officer can destroy a stray after keeping it 
for ten days. "Every pound has only so much room", says 
Davis, which forces dog officers to put an animal to sleep 
when their facilities are over taxed. By sharing a facility, 
Davis is fearful that overcrowding would result, and that 
the animals would be the ultimate-victims. 

This could well be the case if the town were to share a 
kennel with a town like Tewksbury. Davis says that 
Tewksbury Dog Officer Walter Collins operates a holding 
capacity for some 15 or so dogs, whereas Ellen Davis has 
nearly that many in the Wilmington pound this week. 

Ellen is hoping the town will continue to maintain a dog 
pound within the community, and notes that sharing a 
kennel with another town will cost money, "so why not just 


use that to build our own?",

In 1987 the Wilnfington Dog Pound held 203 dogs over 
the course of the year that were cither retumed to owners 
or adopted. 

As for what the future will hold, Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull says that the town manager has asked 
him to study options for relocating the kennel or utilizing 
another facility. In the interim, Ellen Davis is 
apprehensive and fears sudden eviction for her animals. 
She added, "I would take some home with me if I could, 
but I already have two dogs, three cats, two birds, and a 
husband named Harry who will leave me any day now if I 
bring home one more pet."

Mulching, deep watering can save those plants 


by Hugh Wiberg 

We should be thankful these days 
that we are not farmers by 
profession living in the south and 
midwest 

It is still June, and already a 
serious drought is well along in 
large sections of America's farm 
belt. Unless substantial rains come 
within three weeks, there will be 
food shortages and highegprices 
later this year. All the more reason 
for us backyard gardeners to invest 
a bit more time and thought into 
our vegetable patches this summer. 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
gardeners are sccing first hand 
what severe heat and dryness can do 
to the family garden. Last week's 


four consecutive days of mid 90s 
temperatures put serious stress on 
our vegetables, especially those 
which were un-mulched. Peas in 
particular took a beating and in 
some cases were entirely burned 
out. Our two double row, 25 foot 
sections of peas, though looking a 
tad wilted, came through the 
searing heat well thanks to a five 
inch blanket of grass clippings up 
and down the rows. 

Forgive the repetition but you can 
maintain a thriving vegetable 
garden, in spite of off again - on 
again water bans, with the liberal 
use of mulches. If you do not have 
enough grass or leaves, purchase a

bale or two of peat moss. However, 
you do it, spread at least a couple of 
inches of mulch around your plants 
now, then deep soak your garden 
once every 10 to 14 days in rainless 
periods. It is important to get water 
down into the area where the roots 
are spreading, and this will not 
happen with 10 minute sprinkles 
two or three times a week. A 
blanket of mulch will significantly 
retard the evaporation of water and 
in the process you will be helping to 
forestall total outdoor water bans. 
End of sermon! 

From the mailbag: A Tewksbury 
gardener writes, "I read an article 
in which the author recommends 
suckering’ your tomato plants, but 
no explanation followed. | am a 
beginner - what is suckering, and 
why is ita good idea? 

Answer: Suckers are the shoots 
you will sce which form between 
the main plant stem and the leaf 
branches. To "sucker" your plant 
means to pincl off these shoots as 
they form. There are many 
"systems" for growing tomatocs 
and most often it comes down to 
personal preference 

Some gardeners prefer to let their 
plants grow low to the ground 
while others like to train them up a 
five foot pole. If you choose not to 
stake up your plants you need not 
concern yourself with removing 
these suckers, many of which will 
eventually bear flowers, then 
tomatoes. To encourage your plant

to grow tall, you would want to 
remove most or all of the suckers as 
they appear. | prefer to stake (and 
sucker) my plants since to my eye 
they are more attractive, and are 
easier to fertilize and mulch. 

In addition, although sucker 
removal does reduce your tomato 
harvest by 25 to 30 percent, the 
fruits you do pick will be larger. It 
is not uncommon to harvest jumbo 
or whopper tomatoes weighing 
over a pound cach from staked 
plants. Suggestion: Allow some of 
your plants to “do their own thing, 
Stake up others, removing the 
suckers as they appear, Compare 
the results and decide for yourself 
which system works best 

A question by telephone from 
G.M. of Wilmington: I found one 
of my six tomato plants broken ata 
point three inches above the soil 
Opening the stem I found a small 
brown worm (red on” one end) in 
the cemer. What was it and how do 
I kcep this from happening again? 

Answer: You were visited by a 
stem borer. Young tomato plants in 
May and June will occasionally fall 
prey to stem borers; the good news 
is that after the first of July this is 
rarely a problem, since by then 
moths which lay the borer eggs on 
the plants are pretty much gone by 
In the meantime, a light dusting of 
rotenone along the central stem of 
the plant will keep this insect

Thirty residents of Tewksbury 
and Wilmington have invested 
nearly $92,000 in home energy 
improvements. They took out home 
energy improvement loans without 

paying any interest. 

These residents received their 
loan through Heat, the Com 
monwealth's zero-interest home 
energy improvement loan pro: 
gram. “Heat" stands for Home 
Energy Assistance Team. And 
there's a team that literally helps 
individuals through the Heat 
program process. It is available to 
all Massachusetts residents with a 
yearly houschold income of 
$75,000 or less, 

The average loan financed was 
nearly $3,100 for energy im- 
provement work, The residents 
replaced inefficient heating sys 
tems, beefed-up insulation in drafty 
attics and walls, and added storm 
windows and replacement doors. 
On the average, residents saved 
nearly $1,000 per loan in interest 
costs 

“Actually, Heat loans are 
available from $1,000 to $10,000 
over a maximum period of five 
years," says Ricky Hull, Heat 
coordinator, Mass-Save.

the two men arrive. 
smooth as glass, and warm. Nice. 

A few canoes are pulling into the 
dock as the light fades, and a few 
pair of eyebrows are raised as the 
two men put their boat in the water 
citing started kinda late, aren’ 
you?” they're asked, and the men 
reply in the affirmative, but with 
few words spoken 

“Hope you guys can catch some: 
thing,” says another afternoon 
fisherman, “because I sure didn't. 
The two men smile as they back 
their boat into the warm pond 

They don't say much, but then it 
wouldn't scem right, Night fishing 
is a quict time, and even whispers 
echo across the water when the 
calm of night is at hand. 

The truck locked and all the gear 
aboard, they silently glide into the 
night, while others load their boats 
and canoes for the ride home. The 
two men apply mosquito repellent 
to ward off the gathering swarm, 
but knowing that the bugs will give 
up before long 

The roar of the last powerboat 
cuts out as it pulls into its dock, and 
a profound silence falls across the 
pond. It's now showtime. 

The pounding heat of summer 


puts a damper on fishing, and the 
two men know it. Small bass and a 
few pickere! may stay in the pads 
all day, perhaps to keep the perch 
and kibbies company, but the big 
bass -- the real wall-hangers -- only 
come out at night. 

Tools of the trade for night bass 
fishing are noisy lures and heavy 
gear. The rods are stiff and the line 
heavy (at least 12 pound test), since 
even the simplest cast may end up in 
the weeds. Many do, and gear with 
backbone is needed to retrieve lures 
and fish from the pads 

Lures for night fishing are noisy 
ones, like Tiny Torpedoes, Crazy 
Crawlers and the beloved Jitterbug. 
As his secret weapon, one of the 
men has a bucket full of small frogs 
at his feet. If the air turns cooler 
than the water he'll switch, because 
he knows the frogs will then stay in 
the water to keep warm -- right 
where the bass can find them. 


The first bass is taken around ten, 
a three-pounder that couldn't resist 
the gurgle of the Jitterbug. But in 
taking that fish, the angler missed at 
Icast two others. One of the splashes 
was loud, like a cinder block falling 
from the sky, but the angler doesn't 
mind the failed attempts. He knows 
that bass will often lunge at a plug, 
but miss completely in the dark 
Some will strike a second time, and 
some won't. It happens 

He also knows cnough to wait for 
the tug before striking back. The 
sound of a hit always makes him 
jump, but he's learned patience the 
hard way. A splash means only that 
a fish has tried, but a tug means it 
connected. After a hundred missed 
strikes, he knows better than to set 
his hook into empty water. 

In the next few hours the two men 
catch four bass, all weighing under 
five pounds, and two horned pout 
Though known as bottom fecders, 
catfish readily take plugs off the 
surface after dark. The missed bass 
outnumber the caught ones by a 
three to one margin. Oh well. 


Around one a.m. the air cools off 
considerably, so a frog is hauled 
out of the bucket and into eternity. 
The angler takes out his backup rod 
and ties on a single long-shanked 
hook to the heavy line. The point is 
poked up through the frog's jaws, 
and the bait is heaved barely four 
feet from shore. He then sets down 
the rod and gets back to working 
his plugs. He knows that frogs will 
sit quietly in the water, so he lets 
nature work at its own speed. To 
be safe, though, he leaves the bail 
open 

Twenty minutes later he checks 
the backup rod, slowly taking up 
the slack with a finger on the line 
The line feels heavy, as if snagged, 
but he takes no chances. With a 
sharp yank he sets the hook, and the 
line immediately disagrees. 

Without warning, the line rips 
away to the right, sparkling in the 
moonlight, heading straight for a 
patch of lily pads, He keeps up the 
pressure, hoping his line and his 
ree!'s drag will keep the fish out of 
the weeds, but it doesn't work, The 
brute digs deep into the pads, so he 
cases the boat over to retrieve his 
prize. He could have tried horsing 
the fish through the weeds, but why 
bother. A tremble on the line tells 
him the fish is still on, and his 
partner holds the flashlight while 
he reaches into the greenery and 
hauls out a bass of perhaps seven 
pounds 

After a few minutes of measure 
ments and admiring looks, anda 
flash picture, he lets it go. There 
are bigger ones in here, he says, 
and his wall space is reserved for a 
bass of at least nine pounds 


More plug work and more fish 
One nice bass blew up a Torpedo as 
it burbled along the edge of the 
pads. Another struck at a Jitterbug 
right next to the boat, splashing the 
men but getting away safely. Odd 
things happen under the moonlight 


Around three a.m., the two head 
for the dock. Their combined catch 
for the night: eight bass, for a total 
weight of over 20 pounds. It could 
better, but it wasn't bad

FM TALK: Our gallivanting- 
around correspondent is off to 
Newport this week to do some 
sailing, so until his return, here 
are some offbeat tidbits on 
American history to keep you 
busy: 

According to Robert Seager, 
author of “And Tyler Too," 
President John Tyler was 
determined not to allow his 
name to become extinct. He 
accomplished this goal by 
fathering 15 children. His first 
child was born on April 15, 1815. 
He had seven more children by 
his first wife, Letitia Christian, 
over the following 29 years 
Letitia died while Tyler was 
president, and she became the 
first first lady to die in the White 
House. Tyler then married his 
second wife, Julia Gardner, who 
was five years younger than 
Tyler's oldest child. Tyler and 
Julia had seven more children. 
Forty-five years passed bet- 
ween the birth of Tyler's first 
child and his last. Tyler 
managed to live until he was 71, 
and his second wife survived 27 
more years, passing away at 
the age of 69. By the way, when 
Tyler married Julia Gardner, 
he became the first president 
ever to marry while in the White 
House. 

Thomas Bailey, author of 
“The American Pageant," 
considered President James K. 
Polk to be the most successful 
president. Successful, that is, at 
keeping promises. While 
campaigning for the presidency 
in 1844, Polk made five key 
promises: to acquire California 
from Mexico; to settle the 
Oregon dispute; to lower the 
tariff; to establish a sub- 
treasury; and to not run for re- 
election after his four-year term 
of office was up. Well, when his 
four years were up, Polk had 
lived up to every one of his five 
campaign promises. 

Claudia Johnson authored an 
article entitled “That Guilty 
Third Tier: Prostitution in 
Nineteenth-Century American 
Theaters’? in which she 
described how theater owners 
used to promote ways to fill 
their theaters. One of those 
ways was to invite prostitutes to 
attend shows for free, with the 
idea that paying male 
customers would surely follow.

“Are you people or thing- 
oriented?” says Feeney-Grater. 
“Your writing says to me that 
you very much need to be 
around people. That doesn't 
mean you want to sit and do a 
lot of small talk day in and day 
out. When you attach yourself to 
anything - whether a person, 
project, article or something in 
your home - the attachment is 
emotional. Your feelings and 
opinions come from an 
emotional point of view.”” 

But isn’t that true of me and 
everyone else” 


“So what happens to you,” 
she continues, ‘‘is that 
whenever you're writing an 
article, you're not just logical 
and rational, asking if it makes 
sense and works. You actually 
put your whole self into it - your 
thoughts, emotions, feelings, 
ideas. On a scale of one to 10, 
you're a good eight.”" 

I don’t know if I’m an eight, 
but the rest seems right 

And so it goes. For every 
trait, there's a counter-trait; for 
every perception, an ex- 
planation; for every positive 
never a negative, always a 
variation. So much to ponder, so 
many new points of view. 

Let’s get back to the writing 
at hand. 

“You need alone-time and you 
need to be with other people. I 
see you sometimes practical 
and sometimes asking for a 
challenge. Does this work for 
you?” she says. 

A pretty safe question when 
you put it that way 

“Let’s play out your 
autonomy with who you are,” 
she continues. “You do not have 
a high autonomy. You are who 
you are because your autonomy 
is five.” 


Or your autonomy is five 
because you are who you are” 

“You need to be around 
people but you don’t mix 
business with pleasure," she 
says. “You don't like to waste 
time. One of the traits that in- 
fluences this behavior is that 
you are a core person. In any 
group, there are a few chosen 
people you really click with. 
There’s a bond. You may not do 
this on a conscious basis but the 
reality is that when you sit down 
with them, it feels great." 

True, but doesn’t everyone 
feel that way? 

Piani, Carter and Grater have 
put together a trait and style 
descriptor in the form of a 
circular evaluation chart which 
measures - in green, red, blue, 
and yellow - the degree to which 
each of their clients has a 
certain trait. “Traits are not a 
mental or conscious thing," 
says Feeney-Grater. “In an 
employee-employer situation, it 
helps when people realize that 
the reason another person acts 
the way he does may have 
nothing to do with one’s own 
behavior, It’s just his trait.”’ 

Linear traits include 
thoroughness, internal thinking, 
pressure-orientation, etc 
Holistic traits encompass ex-

control traits involve structure, 
autonomy, internal direction, 
ambition. motional traits in- 
volve sensitivity, need for 
variety and people skills. These 
traits are only a piece of the pie 
- hundreds more are there for 
the interpreting. 

“Your handwriting tells me 
that the core trait plays out for 
you wherever you go,” says 
Feeney-Grater. “You're at your 
best in small groups. Sensitivity 
to criticism is another trait. Do 
you need feedback? Of course 
you do, but not on a day-to-day 
basis - I'll mark you at a five.”” 

She’s getting pretty darn 
close here. 


What's happening? All these 
ideas flying around, deep 
thoughts, perceptions, patterns, 
a little pop’ philosophy and 
random wisdom thrown in. Not 
exactly new. The sciences of 
psychology and sociology have 
always seemed like vehicles 
which give names to concepts 
that are obvious - once you know 
what to call them. We're doing 
the same thing here, aren't we? 

Something's different though. 

None of the long pauses usually 
associated with analysts; no 
spaces in which to struggle for 
thoughts or questions; no 
silence at all. This analyst is 
doing 99 percent of the 
analyzing. It's intense, and it’s 
slowly beginning to make some 
sense, in general and in 
specific. 
“You very much benefit from 
other people’s experiences,” 
she continues. ‘‘If I said ‘here's 
a person who's doing what 
you're doing but he has more 
experience, would you like a 
mentor?’ - that would feel good. 
Your feeling is why re-invent 
the wheel."” 


Okay, I'll go for that 

“On a day-to-day basis, you 
need to be challenged," says 
Feeney-Grater. “You need to 
feel, if I ask you to do 
something, that maybe you can 
take it to another level.” 

Not to brag, but I have to 
admit that's true. 

“You set high expectations, 
you don't like to waste time, you 
get the job done," she says. 
“You are thorough, accurate, 
very persistent, almost 
relentless.” 

This is beginning to make a 
lot of sense - witness the 
existence of “School Notes.”” 

“Basically, what I see in front 
of me is what I get if I meet you 
in the supermarket, in the of- 
fice, at the beach or in some 
obscure place,"’ she says. 
“Phyllis is Phyllis. You do not 
have a high ego. You do not put 
on pretenses or airs - that's the 
beauty of you.” 

Is this “soft science” won- 
derful or what? I'd like to think 
all these observations are true, 
but what if I just like what I’m 
hearing? There's a fine line 
here between science and in- 
tuition. 

“Politics and diplomacy are 
part of you. You learn from 
experience and file it away if it 
works. Do you know that about 
yourself?” she continues 
“Being an experiential learner 
is a very effective trait for you 
because you’re interfacing with 
many different personalities.”

Feeney-Grater. “You know 
what you want, but you don’t 
like head-to-head confrontation.

That's 
you. You're very good at in- 


terfacing with jle.”” 
Maybe I should mention that 
raise again. 


“Your traits say you're 
proud, intuitive, loyal to what 
you believe in and diplomatic 
about going after it. You've 
very good at that - not 
everybody is. You relate well to 
people. You’re able to focus and 
at the same time, you’re always 
weighing things unconsciously 
from different points of view," 
she says. ‘‘Reading people is a 
very natural trait you have.

Agreed! 

One session at Piani, Carter 
and Grater is better than the 
best three-credit psych’ course 
I've ever had - as far as the 
fascinating insights and 
practical applications to 
behavior it engenders. It’s a 
crash course in the human 
personality that really hits 
home, a springboard for all 
kinds of exhilarating 
discussions and mental exer- 
cise. That's its validity - and it's 
fun 

Is it the handwriting itself 
which tells all, or the splashes of 
personality bound to bubble 
through during a three-hour 
interview? Does the method 
matter when the end result is so 
stimulating? 

What do you think? Is 
graphology a matter of double 
talk, hype, uncanny coincidence 
or simple common sense? Is it 
hocus-pocus, magic or just plain 
spooky? Is it a science? 

Well, although I must confess 
Feeney-Grater came amazingly 
close to the real me, I still didn’t 
know what to think, so being 
quite thorough after all, I 
collected and mailed five 
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handwriting samples - with no 
background information 
whatsoever - to her, listened to 
the take-home tapes which 
accompany each session, and 
waited for the next ap- 
pointment. 

During our fourth hour 
together, she performed an on- 
the-spot analysis of each of 
those five samples. Each 
analysis was as astoundingly 
accurate as the one below. 

It’s 11 a.m. Feeney-Grater 
looks closely at a paragraph 
laboriously penned by one Greg 
Nissen whom she has never 
met, age eight years, eight 
months. After less than a 
minute, she begins, ‘He's self- 
directed and has strong 
character.”” 

He is a character. 

“Even if his mind is made up, 
he'll take input,’’ she continues. 
“He has his own ideas but he 
will listen.

One hour later, the veteran 
second-grade teacher who has 
observed Greg in class all year 
says, “He's goal-oriented, 
productive and likes to bring 
closure to things. He likes to 
know what's expected of him 
and likes organization. He’s a 
little quiet but shows initiative, 
and will speak up and take a 
stand during class discussions. 

“He knows what he wants to 
say," she continues. ‘‘He’s an 
active and aggressive learner 
and shows good, strong 
organizational skills. HE 
NEEDS TO BE 
CHALLENGED.” . 

The “science’’ of handwriting 
analysis: it's hard to put a 
finger on it - but it really gets a 
person thinking.

Isaac N. Arnold, in his 
biography of Abaham Lincoln 
entitled “The Life of Abraham 
Lincoln,” noted that James 
Shields, an Irish immigrant, 
became the only man in 
American history to represent 
three different states in the U.S. 
Senate. Shields represented 
Illinois for six years; Minnesota 
for one year; and Missouri for 
thirty-nine da: 

Horace Greeley edited “The 
Tribune Almanac for the Years 
1838 to 1868" for the New York 
Tribune. In that almanac, 
Greeley noted such interesting 
items as the punishments 
handed out to American sailors 
at that time. Punishment 
consisted of strokes from a 
whip, and the following are 
some infractions which 
required the whip as punish- 
ment: 12 strokes of the whip for 


bad cooking; 12 strokes for 
stealing a major’s wig; 12 
strokes for being filthy; 12 
strokes for being intoxicated or 
breaking into the ship's liquor 
cabinet; 12 strokes for using 
bad language; six strokes for 
throwing overboard the top of a 
spittoon; 12 strokes for selling 
your clothes while on shore; and 
nine strokes for being caught 
naked on deck. 

David Rice Atchison's 
gravestone reads: “President 
of U.S. one day."’ Actually, 
Atchison was president of the 
United States for one day. That 
day was Sunday, March 4, 1849.

A rose is a 
rose or is it? 


“A rose is a rose is a rose,” 
wrote Gertrude Stein. 

Not so, say rose of All- 
America Rose Selections, 
(ARS), a non-profit 
organization of rose growers 
and producers.

Floribundas flower in 
clusters, usually low to the 
ground, making them perfect 
for borders or for lining walks. 
They are among the easiest 
roses to grow and therefore a 
favorite of many. 

The grandiflora is among the 


Zachary Taylor was to be sworn 
into office. Taylor refused to be 
sworn in on the fourth of March, 
since it was a Sunday. Atchison 
was president pro tempore of 
the Senate, and since Polk's 
vice- president had resigned a 
few days earlier, by law, At- 
chison, being third in line, 
automatically became 
president.

Taylor received a letter, of- 
ficially notifying him of his 
nomination, from the whig 
party, but he refused it since it 
arrived with 10 cents postage 
due. Of course, Taylor went on 
to win the presidency in 
November of that year, 
becoming the last whig ever to 
be elected president. 

“Here lies the body of my 
good horse, ‘The General.’ For 
twenty years he bore me around 
the circuit of my practice, and 
in all that time he never made a 
blunder. Would that his master 
could say the same!" — A 
gravestone in Virginia, in- 
scribed by President John 
Tyler.

Bull Durham Starring Kevin 
Costner, Susan Sarandon, 
Timothy Robbins.

Bull Durham is a summer 
movie about baseball. It’s also 
about romance, sex, poetry, 
metaphysics and talent. But not 
nore in that order. 

‘Susan Sarandon plays a ! 
lady who just loves the po 
and the players of that favorite 
American pastime. So at the 
opening of every season, she 
gets out her radar gun and stat 
sheets to see how the guys are 
doing. Then she finds herself a 
rookie who shbws promise and 
helps guide him through the 
season. This lady knows a lot 
about the game and what makes 
a player seasoned, both on and 
off the field. Unfortunately, the 
player she decides to bestow her 
favors upon this year doesn’t 
really deserve it. She knows it, 
and veteran Kevin Costner 
knows it. The player, a dim bulb 
played for laughs by Timothy 
Robbins, is the only one who 
doesn’t know it. 

Costner plays Crash Davis, a 
guy who spent his life running 
bases in the minors, with one 
brief stint in “the show,” 
baseball lingo for the majors. 
He's been hired by the Durham 
Bulls to help Robbins learn 
control. Robbins, who picks up 
the audacious moniker of 
“Nuke,” has a fast ball that 
clocks in at 98 m.p.h., but he’s 
just as likely to hit that mascot 
as get the ball across home 
plate. What both Costner and 
Sarandon recognize in Robbins 
is that he has the talent to move 
into the show. What he lacks is 
the passion. It’s Costner who 
has a passion for the game, he 
just never had the talent. 

But this movie isn’t just about 
the game. More important is the 
relationship that smolders 
between Costner and Sarandon. 
Here's a ballplayer who is well- 
read and witty and smart 
enough to. know his sarcasm is 
wasted on Robbins, even if it 
isn’t on the audience. His credo 
involves good Scotch, the small 
of a woman's back and a 
hanging curve ball. Sarandon's 
Annie Savoy melts a little when 
she hears him recite this credo, 
which is not all that different 
from hers. Annie, simply put, 
believes in the religion of 
baseball. By the time these two 
get together, you are aching for 
it as much as they are. 

The film, directed by its 
writer, Ken Shelton, a former 
minor league player, is rich in 
subtle detail. There are Edith 
Piaf records playing in the 
background, fast-talking 
managers and minor charac- 
ters who are as developed as the 
leads.

The Wakefield Recycling 
Committee (WRC) would like to 
thank recyclers from the 
Middlesex East area who made 
our paper drive on Saturday 
and Sunday, May 21 and 22, 
such a great success! We 
collected 81.58 tons of 
recyclable paper, sold the paper 
for $1,305.28, saved $1,704.21 in 
dumping fees, and kept 598 
trees from the paper mill (it 
takes 17 trees to make a one-ton 
roll of paper). This was the 
second largest drive in our four: 
year history, and our most 
profitable. 

We have held 51 consecutive 
monthly paper drives. We have 
collected over 2,800 tons of 
paper, made over $40,000 in 
profits, saved over $57,000 in 
dumping fees, and kept 48,588 
trees from the paper mill. Wow! 
And thanks to everyone in your 
town who had contributed to our 
great and continued success. 

So far, two other towns have 
started programs like ours 
Saugus and Melrose. Melrose 
holds its monthly drives on the 
second weekend of the month; 
Wakefield holds its drives on the 
third, and Saugus holds its 
drives on the fourth weekend. 
We all accept bundled or 
bagged newspapers, phone 
books, magazines and computer 
paper; Melrose and Wakefield 
accept old eyeglasses for the 
Lions Club vision program. We 
hold our drives on Saturday and 
Sunday, from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., 
rain or shine. Melrose holds 
their drive at their 
Junior/Senior High complex off

The Hotline is 
open from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. The 
program, a three-month pilot, 
operating during June, July and 
August is a joint effort of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
and the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 
The results of the three-month 
pilot will determine if the 
hotline will be a nationwide 
program, according to Nancy C 
Stutzman, Extension Home 
Economist with the University 
of Massachusetts, Middlesex 
Cooperative Extension, Con- 
cord 


Now, for answers to those 


questions. Any canned food, 
homemade or commercial, 


leaking, bulging, or badly 
dented, or if the jar is cracked 
or has a loose or bulging lid 
And, don’t eat canned food with 
a foul odor or from a container 
that spurts liquid when you open 
it. In fact, don’t even taste such 
food. These conditions can in- 
dicate botulism, a rare but 
deadly form of food poisoning. 


Storms periodically brir_ 
power outages, leaving meat 
and poultry to thaw in the 
freezer. Ordinarily, a fully 
stocked freezer will keep food 
frozen for two days after losing 
power. A half-full freezer will 
keep it for about one day. Food 
in a refrigerator will normally 
last four to six hours after the 
power goes off. If the food is still 
frozen when the power comes 
back on, fine. If it has com- 
pletely thawed, but is still as 
cold as if it had been a 
refrigerator, consumers are 
advised to cook the meat and 
poultry immediately 

Commercial milk producers 
are not permitted to add 
preservatives to milk, including 
the new flat-topped cartons of 
nonrefrigerated milk. 

Finally, it is not recom- 
mended that any food of animal 
origin be eaten raw. This ap- 
plies to clams and oysters, as 
well as steak tartare, eggs, and 
products containing raw or 
undercooked eggs. Thorough 
cooking of these products is 
needed to kill any bacteria that 
might be present

Sable antelopes from Africa, 
are the proud parents of a 
thirty-pound female antelope 
born on Memorial Day at 
Franklin Park Zoo 
Catherine, the seven-year-old 
mother, this was her third baby. 
The father, Lester, is fourteen 
years old. The antelope calf's 
birth was planned by the zoo, by

keeping the male and female in 
separate areas until they were 
ready for a new birth. The Sable 
antelope lives on hay and grain 
and eventually weighs between 
400 and 600 pounds. The an- 
telope family can be found at 
the range at the Franklin Park 
Zoo. 

At the Stone Zoo in Stoneham, 
another baby was born, one of a 
completely different species. 
On May 21 a male monkey was 
born of Mom and Tommy, two 
black and white colobus 
monkeys. The monkey, who is 
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yet unnamed, is the 12th baby 
born of Mom, the mother. He 
feeds on his mothers milk while 
still an infant and will weigh 
between 15 and 30 pounds as an 
adult. When the black and white 
colobus is born its hair is en- 
tirely white but will eventually 
grow black hair as well. 

The other female colobus 
monkeys at the zoo have just 
begun to use their ‘‘aunting’ 
skills by fighting over the infant 
and trying to take him away 
from his mother. These 
monkeys, which originate from 
Africa in the areas of Nigeria 
and Ethiopia, can be seen in the 
mammal house at the Stone 
Zoo
